MINERS’ SMELTING COMPANY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sin,— Your nt, “ A Miner,” is not a little inconsistent ia his 
mode of proceeding ; he sneers at a long letter—takes the trouble to couat 
the nuavrber of lines—tells us he is sure that ‘‘ nineteen out of tweoty will 
pever fiod eyes to read it '’—and then he writes a long letter bimeself, and he 
is quite welcome to all the benefit that he may be able to derive from it.

After this T ought not to be uncivil towards him, you will say, perhaps ;

It is now some months since proceedings were instituted by 
Mr. Witeiam Mitcerr THomas against the Editor of the 
Minino Journat for an alleged libel, and so effective was the 
caution which appeared in our columns, and formed the ground- 
work of action, that the several concerns of which the plaintiff was 
projector were either removed from his management, or have gone 
to “ the tomb of the Capulets,” for, we believe, no longer is Mr. 
W. M. Tuomas heard of, or known—indeed, his very location is 
a question of doubt. ‘This was to be expected, for never were 
more flagrant abuses committed, which required the check and 
exposition of the public press. The result of the course adopted 
by the injured (?) plaintiff was, the damages—laid at Five Thousand 
Pounds—being reduced by the jury to One Farthing; while one con- 
sequence arising out of the proceedings was, that of a subscription 
being entered into, having for its object the presentation of a last. 
ing memorial of the approval of the course pursued by the Editor 
of the Mining Journat since its commencement, and to reduce 
the costs to which he had been subjected in protecting the mining 
interests. It is not often that we speak of ourselves, but it would 
be a false delicacy if we did not, under the peculiar circumstances 
of the case, direct the attention of our subscribers to its prominent 
features, which have a demand on those who—to their disgrace 
be it spoken—have held themselves aloof throughout, and while 
that we have honestly fought their battle, have taken to themselves 
the spoil acquired, and the advantages obtained, without contri- 
buting, either by their counsel or their purse. It having been 
proposed that an early meeting of the subscribers to the fund, 
which amounts to 324/, 8s, 6d., should be held—a list of whom ap- 
pears in our advertising columns of to.day—we readily comply 
with the request of several subscribers, that we should at once lay 
before our readers the position in which we have been placed, in

Now, then, let us proceed to the later i , which, from the 
magnitude of the charge, the extent of space and time covered by 
the transactions, and affecting the proceedings of no less than sig 
severa) companies projected by Mr. W. M. Tuomas, required 
more than ordinary zeal and attention in collecting the evidence 
necessary to justify the statements, and to support the undisguised 
expression of opinion, which appeared in our columns. We con. 
sider it to be a bounden duty on the part of a journalist, to hold 
harmless any correspondent who may contribute informatiog 
which may afterwards form subject of action for libel, inasmuch 
that it is alone with the Editor to determine whether he will give 
| to it publicity or otherwise; but, on the other hand, we consider 
that we are fully justified, under the present circumstances, in ex. 
| posing the miserable conduct of those who, by their communica. 
| tions, personally, and in writing, led us to make those state. 
ments—-which, although subsequently “ justified” in a court of law, 
yet subjected us to full One Thousand Pounds for law costs and 
travelling charges, in addition to the natural anxiety, loss of 
time, and fatigue of body and mind, attendant on proceedings of 
this nature. It is not our intention to enter into minute detail, 
but we think that there are parties who should be shamed, of 
whom Editors of public journals should be put on their guard, 
and whose conduct ought to be exposed to the mercantile 
world, and the highly respectable classes of socicty into which 
they are permitted to enter. 

We believe we could bring forward not less than threescore let. 
ters to justify our position, but a brief narration of facts will suffice, 
Having, on several occasions, directed attention to the various 
concerns projected by Mr. W. M. Tuomas, in a general manner, 
we were subsequently favoured by personal visits, or written com. 
munications, from one of the present directors in the “ British 
Silver-Lead Mining Company,” who is also manager of the 
“ Eastern Counties Railway ;” that gentleman kindly furnished 
us with detailed information of the abuses practised in the former 
company—offered to afford evidence—and, indeed, took so much 
interest in the exposé which was brought about, that we could not 
but expect this gentleman and his coadjutors would have felt it their 
duty, when a public subscription was opened, to have contributed 
their quota towards the payment of those expenses to which we 
had been subjected through them. Alas! for the character of Ji. 
berality—and, we might almost add, honesty—of the Liverpool 
merchant! We were left to pay our costs, and even the travelling 
charges of the accountant of the company, from Liverpool to 
Bodmin and back, to prove the representations they had put for. 
ward. Such conduct on their part is enough to create a feeling to 
which we will not give utterance, while no pity can be expected if 
in future these gentlemen be robbed tenfold. 

Thus much for the “ British Silver-Lead Company "—their ob- 
ject was gained by the exposure in our columns. Mr. W. M, 
THomAs consented to give up the direction of the affairs of the 
company—compromised matters—gave a bill, we believe, for dif- 
ferences due the company, and the management accordingly 
changed hands—the Liverpool holders taking the reins of govern. 
ment, and who have, with what good or ill success, we know not, 
carried on the undertaking up to the present time. 








We now travel from Liverpool to Manchester, and here a highly 
respectable body of merchants were found equally simple with their 
confréres at the other end of the line of railway, to have committed 
themselves by listening to the glowing representations of the pro- 
jector, and who, according to the statements of one of the principal 
shareholders and directors, “ paid the piper” to a pretty consider 
able tune. It was here that the strong hold of the “ Wheal Pros 
per Company” was established ; and but for the exposé to which 
we gave publicity, thousands more would have been sacrificed, and 
the Manchester merchants been made greater dupes. It is credit: 
able to the body of scripholders in that town, to be able to say, 
that they took active measures to rid themselves of their managing

I should wish to see, as would many inte- 
rested in the success of the mines, reports of the prospects and opera- 
tions at the Consolidated mines, the Carn Brea, Tresavean, Fowey Con- 
sols, Wheal Jewel, the Chaslestown United, Wheal Friendship, and 
others which I might name. Iam aware of the difficulty of sequiring 
information in many instances, from jealous feeling which exists with 
many of us, but I think it would be well worth your while to employ an 
agent in the various districts, to communicate to you ocoasionally—say at 
least once a month—*as to the several concerns, for I believe the reports 
given in your Journal too frequently deter parties from embarking in 
mining adventures, as they are to judge of the whole by the “ sam- 
ple’’ put before them, instead of encouraging them to invest their ca- 
pital, which we are at all times glad to see. 

With respect to the eastern division, we should, if an opinion is to be 
formed from your Miving Reports, take it for granted that Holabush and 
Redmoor were the only two setts working, and that, in fact, nothing was 
worthy the notice of the miner or the mine adventurer, with these exceptions, 
east of Truro. It is true that much money has been expended within the last 
few years, without being attended with beneficial results, but that is not 
chargeable to the poverty of the mines, but to the cupidity of projectors, and 
gross mismanagement and ignorance of London boards. It is not to be as- 
sumed from such circumstance that the eastern district, although neglected, 
is in itself valueless as to mineral produce ; the many thousands expended 
on the Eust Cornwall Silver, the Wheal Brothers, Wheal Sisters, East 
Wheal Brothers, West Wheal Brothers, Wheal Gill, Wheal Baring, Wheal 
Martha, in addition to Redmoor, Holmbush, and South Caradon, 
with others which might be enumerated, is no proof that the mines are 
undeserving of notice, for I contend, as will any practical man, that, with 
the exception of the three last which I have named, they have not had a 
fair trial. Gambling in London is very distinct from mining in Cornwall, 
and I hope will be so considered, and that the past will be a lesson for 
the future. 

Why the sett of mines, including Wheal Brothers, on the ran of the 
lodes, should be abandoned, after the promise, and even returns, which 
they gave, is beyond my comprehension. 1 is true, that the returns might 
not be adequate to a capital of 200,000/., which, I believe, was at one 
time the value set upon Wheal Brothers, according to the prices of shares 
in the market, but that many thousands were returned as profita is “ no 
mistake,” while the adjoining setts have held out fair prospects. My object, 
Sir, is to see capital directed to our eastern district, and, I am glad to say, 
that we have one concern, lately taken up, on which an engine (.10 inch) 
has been placed, and where operations are going on with fair prospects. 
I refer to the old East Wheal Brothers sett, now worked as the Harrow- 
barrow mines, It is not my wish to put forward any one particular mine, 
but I feel quite assured, that if you will only direct attention to our mines 
** down east,’’ you, nor your readers, will not regret the circumstance 
My conviction is, with all their faults, that scrip concerns have some 
good qualities, the most prominent of which is, that of laying out money 
for the benefit of those who follow them.

ON RETURNING SILVERY-LEAD ORES. 
TO THK KDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL, 

Sin,—I am pleased to bear testimony to the good feeling with which 
your correspondent, * Investigator,”’ has replied to my remarks on this 
interesting subject.

Sin,—I have paid attention to the contest between two of your cor- 
respondents ('* Cor ** and ther “ travelling name"’), on the 
subject of silver-lead ores. There is a point connected with this branch 
of mining which I have long considered to be of by importance to all 
parties coacerned in such adventures, but hitherto it has not been publicly 
noticed, either by the above writers, or any other, that I have seen, What 
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I mean is, the well-known fact that emelters of silver-lead ores have 

long strenuously attempting, and have now generally succeeded, 
blishing the very unsatisfactory and unfair practice of ucing these 
ores by the lump—that is, after receiving the samples, assaying them, 
they offer a certain sum per ton, and if the miner dislikes the price he 
may send his samples to another establishment, and he then gets another 
offer, perhaps lower still, of price per ton, 

Now, any person acquainted with this matter, and who is disposed to 
act fairly between buyer and seller, would say— Let the purchaser furnish 
the miner with a fall and equitable * scale of returning " for ail 
qualities of ore, beginning at the lowest produce, and uniformly 
to the richest samples. The benefit of such a system to the cena 
be considerable every way, Soon as his ore is weighed, sampled, and as- 
sayed, he may know its net value to a penny in a few seconds; he will 
have no apprehensions of having been im on by the smelter, and, 
what is of considerable moment, he will know exactly how to dress his 
ore most advantageously, 

The rule of purchase should be, that the amelter shall allow the full 
current price for the tough lead, and for the silver about 4d, per os. 
above the bank standard (as a fair equivalent for the alloy), or the value of 
virgin silver above sterling, and the purchasers’ entire remuneration con- 
tained in the returning charge For example »—

PLAN TO PREVENT THE FALL OE A MINE BUCKET IN 
CASE OF TUE ROPE BREAKING. 
BY KR. BLEK, JUN., OF REDRUTH. 

The following letter, addressed to the Editor of the Mechanics’ Maga. 
zine, appears to us to be worthy of the notice of miners, even Seal 
disregarded by the Polytechnic Siciety. If Mr. Blee will forward ust 
model, we slall bave much pleasure in submitting it to the Society of 
Arts, and we cannot doubt but that its merits will be well considered by 
that body. As regards collieries in the north, and other districts, he is 
right as to the mode there adopted ; and the ease and celerity with which 


| the colliers are lowered and raised, cannot be well comprehended but by 


actual experience. The cost, we should think, by Mr. Blee's plan, would 
be very little, and its simplicity is its best claim to attention :— 

The year before last [ sent to the exhibition of the Roya! Cornwall Poly. 
technic Society a model of a plan for raising’ miners, which I bad. previously 
submitted to the inspection of several practical men, who had all expressed 
a very high opinion of its merits. It was not, however, considered worthy 
the notice of the judges, and passed the exhibition without any observation, 
I feel every disposition to rely on the correctness of the decision come to op 
that occasion; but yet, as in a greater multitude of couneiliors there may be 
more wisdom, and as, while I see the life of the miner most awfully short- 
ened by his occupation, and while I have observed, on examination of the 
burial register of » neighbouring parish, that 144 per cent. of the deaths of 
miners during two years have been accidental, I see no plan as yet at all 
likely to be carried into effect to ameliorate their condition. I feel a great 
desire to have the opinion of some of your very ingenious and scientifically 
competent corresponde ots on the subject. 

My plan was, that a bucket of any convenient dimensions should be pro- 
vided with projections on each side to run ia grooves firmly fixed on each 
side of the whole depth of the shaft—in the same manner, I believe, as the 
corves in some of the coal mines. I proposed to have the back of thes 
grooves constructed like ladders, and furnished with strong and well-secured 
iron staves, To the upper end of each cf the vertical projections of the bucket 
were to be fixed by moveable joints, one or more strong crooks, acted on by 
powerfal springs which should continually press them, with great force, te- 
wards the staves In the back of the grooves. On the back of each of thee 
crooks was to be fixed a very strong ring connected by chains or ropes to the 
principal chain or rope used to raise or lower the bucket. As loag as the 
tension of the main rope coutinued, these crookg would incline iawards over 
the iron roof of the safety bucket ; but in case of the rope breaking, and the 


! consequent removal of its restraint, the «springs would force the crooks upes 


the staves, and the bucket remain suspended uatil another rope was affixed. 
I will not enter more mioutely iato a description of wy play, the model of 
which worked in the most satisfactory manoer, and will coly beg to ask the 
opinion of any of your correspoodents in the coal distriets as to the practl- 
eability of its introduction in the grooved shafts already constructed, and & 
solicit any competent opinions on its suitability, or otherwise, to the purpost 
for which it was suggested. 

I very much fear that unless the press take up the subject, very little be 
vefit will result to our deserving, bat much suffering, mining population from 
the annual exhibitions of the Polytechnic Society; aad Ll should rejoice & 
see your influcatial Journal eolisted with that society in its besevolent cffarts 
in behalf of owr working classes.

Jobn Moore, Broad.street, city of Bristol, an improvement or improve 
gents in the steam-engine or steam engine apparatas.—The first improve- 
pent is a rotary engine, with a hollow axle formed of two parts; one serves 
as the induction pipe, and turas im the centre of the stock that supports it, 
gad opens into the cylinder or box of the engine ; the other serves as the 
eduction pipe, and opens into the cyliader or box at an opposite direction. 
Between the stock and the cy'inder are two square boxes, at opposite points, 
with double-hinged flaps, held down by coiled springs ; an obiong piston is 
attached to the stock close to the induction pipe, by which means when the 
steam enters through the hol/ow axle, serving as an induction pipe, the pis- 
ton is forced round, and the double-hinged flap, oo one side of the cylinder, 
by mears of a sliding lever, opens to allow the piston to pass; the opposite 
double hinged flap serves as an abutment for the acting steam to press 
agninst, and while the piston is passing round the opposite side of the cy- 
liader or box, the exhausted steam escapes through that part of the axle that 
serves as the eduction pipe. 

The double-hinged flap that opened, now serves as an abutment for the 
steam to press against, while the piston is being foreed rouad to maiutain its 
rotary motion. 

The seeoad improvement consists in the application of a narrow plate, and 
riveting the same on both sides of the joint of a boiler. 

The third improvement is for gene: ating steam by means of a pipe pass- 
ing from the lower part of a boiler into the furnace ; the end of this pipe ls 
dosed, and another pipe, closed at its end, and raaoing parallel with that end 
of the pipe which is in the furnace, passes round and enters the boiler at the 
upperend. The two parts that are in the furnace are connected by small 
curved pipes, and the water in descending from the boiler becomes heated, 
and rises in steam through the pipe that leads to the upper part of he boiler. 
The condensing apparatus is made almost similar to the lower part of the 
afore said generator. 

The last improvement is the method of feeding a fire- place or furnace with 
coal. A numer of tubes with opening doors are arranged in front of the 
fornace, aud just below these tubes are semi-circular pans running longitu- 
dinally ; thus, when it is requisite to feed the furnace, a long scoop being 
filled with cou! is put into either of the tubes, and on being turned round it 
empties its coal into the fire below. Any part of the furnace may be fed 
with coal in like manner. 

Thomas sSurr, Shrewsbury, Shropshire, lead merchant, improvements ic 
rolling lead and other soft metals, Feb. 7.—This improvemext consists ia the 
method of heating the roller by steam, bot water, or hot air, Dowathe cen 
tre of the roller a hole is bored, about three quarters of an inch diameter ; 
and by suitable pipes the steam must be introduced, whieh on condensing is 
turned off in the retura pipe by means of a swivel joint, similar to those used 
in gas fittings or fire-engive hose. 

In place of steam, hot water may be conveyed through pipes from a boiler 
to the tube of the roller, or hot air may be blown from a furaace until the 
roller attains the heat required. 











George Augustus Kollman, of the German Chapel, St. James's, improve- 
ments in railways, and locomotive engines and other carriages, Feb. 17.— 
The first of these improvements consists in laying down alongside the ordi- 
nary rails, where inclined planes occur, an additional rail on each side, com- 
posed of blocks of wood placed with the grain upright. The surface of the 
wooden rails is somewhat higher than that of the iron ones, and attached to 
the ordinary wheels ere others of such reduced diameter that, when they rest 
upon the wooden rails, the ordinary wheels are no longer in absolute contact 
with the iron rails. ‘The small wheels are roughed at the periphery, to in- 
crease the adhesion, by which, and the ciminished diameter of the wheels, the 
engines are enabled to ascend inclined planes with greater facility. 

The eecoad improvement reiates to the framing or carrixges which support 
the boilers and machinery of locomotive engines, and the bodies of railroad 
or other carriages. Tuis framing consists of two parts, similar in all respects 
to each other, and which may be called the fore and the hinder frame. Each 
frame consists of aa upper and lower horizontal platform or grating, con- 
nected by four rows of vertical bars, which divide it transversely into three 
Vertical compartments. lu the centre compartments, is suspended the boiler 
or the body of the carriage, and in the side compartments the wheels are 
placed. These axles of the wheels do not extend fron one wheel to the oppo 
site one; but each wheel is attached to a short axle, supported by bearing: 
contained in the framiogs on each side of the wheel, and \the axles of the 
driving wheels are of course cranked. The fore and hind carriages are con- 
nected together by two stout iron bars, the ends of which turn upon pivots in 
the centres of the upper and lower platforms, so as to allow the fore aod bind 
wheels to stand at an angie with esch other, where a bend or curve ia the 
roadoceurs. The carriages are guided by means of horizontal rollers at 
tached to them, and pressing either against the sides of a ceatral rail, laid 
down for the purpose, midway between the two rails, upon which the car- 
Mages run, or against the inner sijes of this latter,
